Dr William F Koch, of Detroit, 
and Dr Maude Sly#, of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago, were m entioned by 
Dr. Dugdale as scientists who Ital 
proved th at heredity figure* in the 
develot»nent of cancer 
Dr. David H Reeder, of K ansas 
City, warned th a t early diagnosis 
is necessary lf cancer la to be cured 
or its advancem ent stopped 
Dr. W A. Dewey, of Los Angelet, 
deplored the use of radium In tre a t-' 
Ing the disease and asserted th at 
rad iu m s destructive properties are 
especially harm ful. 
“We have long m aintained 
that 
radium la a dangerous substance to 
use in the treatm ent of cancer.’' Dr 
Dewey said “It scatters the growth 
of other parts of the body and

no wav rids the system of the poison 
btl? adds another poison more diffi­ 
cult, if anything, to elim inate

OVERCROWDING OF WILD DI CKS. 
Apparently som ething needs to be done for the 
purpose of insuring better health conditions among 
the duck colonies on the small lakes and marshy 
flats of northw estern Nebraska 
S tate Game W arden 
O'Connell finds upon investigation th a t a peculiar 
malady which has lately carried off a good m any 
of the birds is due to their excessive numbers. 
This Is som ething new and calls for immediate a t­ 
tention of the public health and sanitation service. 
Nebraska cannot permit its feathered summ er tour­ 
ists to be exposed to such a condition.

should either provide bigger and better hatching and 
feeding grounds for the duck*, or eradicate the 
discase germ. 
Just how t i go about it is the big question Shall 
a sanitary squad be sent to shoot chlorine into the 
ponds where the wild fowl have their habitat?
